John Smith, of Wellsville, Jailed for 
Train Jumping— Probate 
Matters. 


Lisbon, May 24.—(Special.)—Harri­ 
son Finney, a youth brought 
here 
from Salem a few days ago, charged 
with incorrigibility, was taken into 
probate court this morning. His case 
was heard and application made for 
his admission to the reform school 
at Massillon. He was returned to the 
county jail. 
John Smith was brought to jail last 


after going over the ground In a care­ 
ful and business-like manner, the mem­ 
bers concluded the city could not do 
business upon an amount less than 
a levy of 8% mills would bring. 
The most reasonable and by far the 
fairest made of figuring, and the plan 
which had been discussed by several 
members of the committee was not 
followed out. 
It had been suggested 
that the 
committee should take the 
old valuation of $3,000,000 as a basis 
and then decrease the levy in propor­ 
tion to the increase in the value of 
the property in the city. For instance, 
if a piece of real estate was valued 
at $2,000 under the old appraisement 
and the new fixed it at $3,000, the levy 
should be lowered one-third. 
It is not known whether the ques­ 
tion was presented In that light—evi­ 
dently not. as the levy was fixed at a 
much higher figure 
than this would 
bring. 
The information is given out that 
the committee deemed it wise to keep 
the levy dowm to 8 Ms mills on account 
of the dissatisfaction throughout the 
city and county. It was thought that 
by another year things 
would have 
adjusted themselves so that the levy 
can be increased to a point that will 
fully cover the running expenses of the 
municipality. 
The 
councilmen 
say 
the levy as fixed, although about $5,000 
in excess of the income of last year, 
will be inadequate to cover the legiti­ 
mate expenses. 
Last year the fund 
of every department was overdrawn, 
and this fact is the reason assigned 
for desiring to increase the income. 
The council, it is claimed, will now 
be compelled to use every precaution 
in keping down the expenses of the 
city, and consequently very littie work 
in the way of improvements will be 
done. 
A communication wfas received from 
County Auditor Adams, cautioning the 
committee against fixing a levy which 
would 
produce 
an income 
greater 
than that provided by the statutes. 
He had received notice from property- 
holders in all parts of the 
county 
informing him that restraining orders 
would be issued in cases where the 
law was violated in this regard. 
Another matter touched upon at the 
meeting was the manner in which the 
water works department were 
con­ 
ducting their affairs. The committee 
had agreed to pay the interest upon 
the indebtedness already 
contracted 
by them in order that they be enabled 
to devote their entire income to the 
work of building the new reservoir. 
They still propose to do this, but are 
not pleased at the manner in which 
the work is being done.

The council, it is claimed, will now 
be compelled to use every precaution 
in keping down the 
expenses of the 
city, and consequently very little work 
in the way of im provem ents will be 
done. 
A com m unication was received from 
County Auditor Adams, cautioning the 
com m ittee against fixing a levy which 
would 
produce 
an income 
greater 
than th at provided by 
the 
statutes. 
He had received notice from property- 
holders in all parts of the 
county 
inform ing him th at restraining orders 
would be issued in cases where the 
law was violated in this regard. 
A nother m atter touched upon at the 
m eeting was the m anner in which the 
w ater w orks departm ent were 
con­ 
ducting their affairs. The com m ittee 
had agreed to pay the 
interest upon 
the indebtedness already 
contracted ( 
by them in order that they be enabled 
to devote 
their entire income to the 
work of building the new* reservoir. 
They still propose to do this, but are 
not pleased at the

The president made a brief address 
at the Presidio, which was loudly ap 
plauded. 
After the review, the president, es­ 
corted by General Shafter and Colonel 
Girard, went through every ward of 
the military hospital. He had a smile 
for every patient and spoke words of 
cheer to many. 
After a good night’s rest Mrs. Mc­ 
Kinley aw'oke refreshed and smilingly 
told the president that the program 
scheduled for Thursday need not be 
curtailed on her account. Accordingly 
President McKinley went to the home 
of Irving M. Scott, where he

"I am a packer, and for this reason 
seldom h a v e 
an opportunity to h«ar 
much respecting the workings of the 
locals. I think the packers should be 
organized by themselves, and 
have 
taken the liberty of writing this n o te 
In order to mention a few reasons why 
it was not a good move to affiliate 
with the warehousemen. 
“Local union No. 48 is In a flourish­ 
ing condition—amply able to conduct 
her own affairs and stand on her own 
bottom- without any assistance from 
the smelters. 
I have been trying 
to 
figure out sine*' learning of this move 
what excuse 
or reason the 
officials 
have for suggesting that the packer* 
go,in with th** 
warehousemen 
any 
more than with any other trade. There 
is no more similarity in the trades or 
the duties 
performed by those 
en­ 
gaged therein than between tile kiln- 
men and the saggermakers. 
"The great trouble has always bees 
that the 
members 
of my trade are 
dependent upon the 
contractors ami I 
are unable to have a voice in the fix­ 
ing of their W'ages, 
This stat** of af­ 
fairs is our own fault to a great ex­ 
tent, and is the main reason why we 
should be organized separately, The 
Marne conditions prevail with th** mold*, 
makers, and th** size of their local is 
evidence of the effect it has upon that 
craft. They are plucky enough, how- 
ever, to stay w'lth their organization, 
and their faithfulness will he reward­ 
ed some day by doing away with the 
contracting system. 
"Now. my plan Is to form an organ 
ization of our own, and go to work on 
the revolution of the 
systems now 
in vogue. True, we have been organ­ 
ized before, and have been compelled 
to surrender our charter owing 
to 
lack of interest on the 
part of 
th** 
members, blit 
this cannot be taken 
as an evidence that 
another effort 
would be unsuccessful, I was a mem- j 
ber of the old local, and know a nutn- j 
ber of others who were, aud It is m> 
opinion we could rather profit by past * 


experience in holding the organization 
together.

The assem bly also bas the power to 
act when not requested to do so. 
"Can we then afford to dism iss this 
question when 154 presbyteries ask I 
for a change?" asked Dr. Johnson. 
It was the suggestion of General Har- j 
rison that no m atter w hat was tak en 
out of the convention the clause r e - : 
ferring to the pope m ust be elim inat­ 
ed. as there was no reason why it 
should remain. 
T he clause referring to the refusal 
to take an oath, Rev. Dr. Johnson 
also thought should be stricken out 
and th a t som e m ention of m issions 
should be made. 
Regarding predes­ 
tination, Rev. Dr. Johnson said: 
“I do not arraign the doctrine of 
Divine election, but to shut m ercy up 
to the elect is to take away its glory. 
We w ant nothing but fidelity to the 
truth. 
T ru th is tw osided. 
Our con 
fession holds up one side elegantly. 
Let us get all the tru th on our side.” 
Rev. Dr. George T. Purves. of New 
York, spoke against 
revision. 
He 
said in part: 
"I am not an extrem ist 
on 
this 
question. 
I am not one who believes 
the confession of faith is a perfect 
docum ent. 
I recognize the fact th at 
it is open to im provem ent. 
This as­ 
sembly is a deliberative and consti­ 
tutive body, not bound by the presby­ 
tery returns. 
The retu rn s in this case 
present a hopeless fu tu re 
for 
any 
specific plan. 
As for th e j>oor pope of 
Rome boing anti Christ, I adm it th a t 
is not the proper epithet to apply to 
him, blit bringing up such subjects is 
pic king flies off the great pillar of tile 
confess ion. 
“Do you im agine for a m om ent you 
are going to stop th e aspersions of 
the world ag ain st Calvinism ? 
N ot I 
for on e moment. 
W hen tne W est­ 
m inster divines tried to rem ove these 
aspersions they built up a m ore highly 
articulated statem en t of the doctrine, 
which is ju s t the opposite of w hat 
our brethren w ant us to do.” 


Niccoils Made Strong Speech. 


A forceful address favoring rev is­ 
ion which noticeably im pressed th e ' 
com m issioners was delivered by Rev. 
Dr. Sam uel J. Niccoils, of St. Louis. 
who declared th a t creed is the rep o rt 
of S criptural knowledge up to date. 
“Our fath ers who wrote it recognized I 
this fact," asserted Dr. Niccoils. 
Con 
tinning he said: 
"T hroughout our church there h a s ' 
ben an expression of dissatisfaction 
with the sta te m en ts of our w ritten 
confession, and this dissatisfaction Isl 
growing.

irritation. 
How easy it is to raise the cry th a t 
the faith is assailed. 
I do uot believe 
in beating ecclesiastical drum s. 
It is 
my opinion th a t when a docum ent 
don t express your convictions 
the 
easiest way is to c h a s t e it. 
"Ry the third chapter of the co n ­ 
fession oi I ait ii we do not mean that 
God s grace is not to be preached to 
all men. 
Salvation is open to all men 
iu the province of Christ. 
"One-third cf the hum an race die 
iu infancy and the sorrow ing m other 
comes to the church. 
H as the church, 
as the rep resen tativ e of .ne gentle 
Jesus, nothing to say to that sorrow ­ 
ing m other?
